Manuseripts should be prepared in accordance with the journal’s accepted practice, form 
content being carefully checked to exclude the need for corrections in proof. A.charge will be nm 
for changes introduced after the manuscript has been set up in type. Manuscripts should be ty 
in double-line spacing with wide margins on one side of the paper only. 


The title page should comprise: full title of paper, initials and surname of author(s), name of lat 
tory where the work was carried out, address to which proofs should be sent and, if necessaz 
shortened title for use as page heading (67 typewriter strokes, including spaces). Footnotes w 
refer to the heading should be indicated by asterisks. 


Each paper should be preceded by an abstract of not more than 5 lines of typescript. Pa: 
in French and German should also have the title in English. There should be a detailed sumy 
in English and the language of the original paper at the end. 


Historical reviews, materials and methods and other secondary matter should be markec 
small print. This is not done to save money — it costs more to set up — but to improve presenta 


Special indications. In the text, authors’ names should be shown by double underlining, speciesn 
etc. by single underlinig (for italics), but discoverers’ names following genus and species should ne 
underlined. 


Footnotes, other than those referring to the title heading, should be numbered consecutii 


References to the literature should be given in the text by author’s surname with the ye 
brackets, more than 2 authors thus: ReMANE et al. (1932). 


The bibliography at the end of the paper should list in alphabetical order under the first aut 
name all works referred to in the text, and only these. They should be cited as follows: J 
papers — surname and initials of all authors, full title, journal as abbreviated in World M 
Periodicals, volume number, first and last page numbers, year; books — author(s), full title, edi 
place, publisher and year. 
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a) line drawings: clean lines of uniform thickness drawn with Indian ink on smooth white ¢ 
or Bristol board, the whole about twice the size of the final block. Inscriptions should allow fo: 
figure 1 to be at least 2mm high in the final version. 


b) photographs: sharp, well-contrasted glossy prints trimmed at right angles. Authors s 
mark photographs and micrographs with Letraset (Instant Lettering) or, if this is impossible; 
publishers will do it; in this case, inscriptions should not be put on the original but on a transpé 
overlay. This overlay can also show where margins can be trimmed or areas of special import 
to be noted by the studio. The end points of leaders to minute structures should be marked by 


needle prick in the original. Requirements as to reduced scale should be noted in soft pencil o» 
back of the original.
